seismograph, the earthquake which 
shook the Erie sector yesterday was 
described by Homer M. Rutherford, 
Pitt seismologist, as apparently a 
"minor disturbance" of only slight 
intensity.

hastened to develop the seismograph 
roll which records the earth vibra- 


tions in the basement of the Cathe- 
dral of Learning.

strument, he said, recorded the 
shock at 3:08:04 p. m. 


Rutherford 
said minor 
quakes 


were not uncommon in the Great 
Lakes region and the St. Lawrence 
Valley and ventured the opinion the 
shock probably was caused by a 
slipping in subterranean Lake Erie.

slight intensity 
here, 
the 


'quake was confined to a small area 
of from 10 to 20 mles in the vicinity 
of Erie.

Dies A Suicide 


Famous Actor Ends Own 


Life At Hollywood By 


. Stabbing Self 


WAS ILL, PENNILESS 


AND DESPONDENT

HQIiYWOOD, Oct. 30—The body 


of Lou Tellegen, one-time matinee 
idol and former husband of Geval- 
dine Parrar, lay in a Hollywood 
mortuary 
today, skilled 
by 
the 
actor's own hand during a fit of 
despondency. 


Ill, 
penniless and despondent, 


Tellegen late yesterday stood before 
a mirror in a bathroom 
at the 


Hollywood home of Tilrs. J. P. 
Cudahy, where he had been living, 
and slowly but deliberately drove 
three-inch blades of a 
pair of 


scissors seven times into his breast. 


Tellegen died as a doctor bent 


over him to give aid. 
The oft-married actor, whose real 


life romances rivaled his roles as 
a great lover on the stage and 
screen, came here a year ago from 
New York and met- Mrs. Cudahy, 
who, in recent years, has befriended 
several -victims of misfortune—Tod 
Sloan, the once 
famous 
Jockey, 


among them. 


Suffering from a cancer, Tellegen 


bravely 
underwent three * major 


operations in recent months. 
Illness Affects Mind 


After coming to the Cudahy home 


to live, Tellegen. often 
remarked 
that he believed his illness was af- 
fecting his mind. 


Tellegen was found lying on the 
bathroom floor, clad in a silk bath 
robe and half shaven, by William 
Wynn, Mrs. Cudahy's butler, 


Dr. C. L. Cooper, the actor's per- 


sonal physician, was summoned. 


Dr. Cooper sold he and the police 


surgeon, who examined Tellegen, 
found seven stab wounds in the 
actor's left breast, only one of which 
reached the heart. While it would 
not be impossible, he said, for a 
man: to stab himself seven times, 
especially if the first wounds were 
superficial, it was "certainly out of 
the ordinary." 


Illness cost Tellegen the chance 


for a 'comeback" in pictures. He 
went to a, hospital just as he re- 
ceived a. call for work in "Caravan," 
which was recently completed. 


Tellegen, who would have been 51 


years old on November 26, at the 
time of his death was married to 
his fourth 
wife, Eva 
Casanova, 


actress, now in New York. 
Once he had the reputation of a 


Lothario. In succession, he married 
the Countess Jeanne De Brouchere, 
the glamorous, operatic star, Geral- 
dine Parrar; Isabel 
Craven Dll- 


worth, known on the screen as Nina 
Romano, and last to Miss Casanova. 


He has a 10-year-old son, Rex 
Tellegen, whose mother is Nina 
Romano.

IDEALISMS AND TARIFFS 


SECRETARY OF STATE CORDELL HULL has evidently made 
5 a great discovery—European nations are not as idealistic as 
is the United States in the matter of tariffs. 
In a recent state- 


ment Secretary Hull, without mentioning any names, accused 
certain nations of "chiselling" when it comes to tlie matter of 
making tariff agreements. 
The term chiselling evidently covers 


a multitude of sins, international as well as domestic. 


The thing which disturbs Mr. Hull is the (knowledge that 


certain nations with whom Uncle Sam hopes to make mutual 
tariff agreements are actually now raising their rates in advance, 
so that when it comes to making bargains with^ Uncle Sam a lit- 
tle later they can reduce rates and still be as well off as they 
were. 


Certainly Mr. Hull has been a little late in discovering this 


unidealislic attitude of European nations. 
The plan has been 


worked in the past every time a^imitual tariff conference was 
proposed and it will be worked again. 
European nations have 


been playing diplomatic poker with one another for a thous- 
and years, and the tariff has always been an ace up the sleev.e. 
The gentlemen who do the poker playing are practical men, not 
idealists, and if Mr. Hull uses ideals for trumps the representa- 
tives are apt to come home minus not only their trumps and 
their sleeves, but their athletic underwear. 


Mr. Hull denounces the policy of any country in seeking to 


increase its exports and decreasing its imports. 
That is what 


most nations have been doing for years. 
Even the great free 


tra'der John Bull joined the procession a year or two ago and has 
found it very useful in helping pull him out of the depression. 


What the United States needs is a tariff which will equalize 


the cost of production at home and abroad. 
No bargaining 


agreements should go below that level. 
If they do Uncle Sam 


is going to get badly "stuck."

A SCHOOL FOR HUNTERS? 


In view of the impending general hunting season and the notor-

"Yet we are spending $7 for every $3 we take in and there is no 


prospect of an end of that. Our whole system of budget control has been 
destroyed. Yet if we should make every effort to curb expenditures noth- 
ing would be more potent to restore public confidence. 


""Stabilization of the dollar is another of the essential bases for 


recovery. Money is piling up in the banks. Before they will lend, they 
want assurance regarding what kind of a dollar they will get back. 
It 


is alleged we can't stabilize gold. Yet agreement between England and 
the United States would stabilize international exchange."

ation of confidence. What would go further toward restoring confidence 
than sound money and a balanced budget?

Health Talks 


"Like everything else, in medicine 


old ideas are supplanted by new 
ones. However, the change in this 
instance is not one of style, taste 
nor inclination, but Is based upon 
scientific discoveries. Never in the 
history of man has there been such 
an amazing progress in the medical 
and surgical sciences as occurred in 
the last fifty years. Yet, withal, it 
is sometimes difficult to change the 
attitude of people who have been 
brought up to believe a thing which 
later has been found to be untrue. 
Old ideas somehow stick. And the 
inconsequence of 'growing pains' is 
one of them," states Dr. Theodore 
B. Appel, State Secretary of Health. 


"For example, a few days ago a 


mother of a fourteen year old boy 
was complaining to a neighbor about 
'Tom's growing pains.' 'He tosses at 
night, gets up in the morning with 
his joints sore and stiff, but later 
limbers up. It's natural because he's 
shooting right along. You see, his 
bones grow faster than the rest of 
him. But it will come all right later 
on'. 


"The fact that science has defin- 


itely proved that such a condition 
is often mild inflammatory rheu- 
matism has not registered with this 
mother. And this, despite the fact 
that her friend emphatically told her 
so. Her's was an old family belief. 
'Grandma Brown raised fourteen of 
us and she should know growing 
pains if anybody docs.' So that was 
that 


"But grandma's 
diagnosis 
docs 


not alter the fact that heart ail- 
ments of later life frequently can 
be traced back to 'growing pains'. 
Nor does confidence in grandma's 
belief remove the possibility that the 
pains may have their origin in a 
focus of infection such as abscesses 
at the roots of the teeth, tonsillitis, 
pyorrhea and a hundred other con- 
ditions that need to be removed If 
a premature breakdown is to be 
avoided.

bodily 


growth causes pain. Nature does not 
work that way. Pain of every and 
any kind is founded on a definite 
cause. If the cause is not known it 
la essential that it be discovered. To 
make light of any pain manifes-

unwarranted 
chance 


with health. 


"Modern medical science Is 
a 


powerful weapon against disease. Its 
diagnostic power is in many 
In- 


stances astounding. However, If its 
marvelous advantages nre 
to 
be 


personally applied they must 
be 


personally appreciated. To believe 
what a past generation 
believed, 


whc-v such belief hns been definitely 
disproved by later discoveries is to 
assume n dangerous attitude. 


"Therefore, one should tnkc pains 


of all kinds to one's physician for 
the discovery of their cause. It most 
positively does not pay to rely on 
crnndma's ideas, logical as they may 
haver been in her day."

Paul Bunyan, whose time was both 
before and after the winter of the 
blue snow and whose exploits are 
the heart nnd soul of the northwest 
folklore, from L. C. Beadle. Sr., of 
Crystal Valley, Mich., an old time 
Michigan lumber man who ought to 
know. 


About 50 years ago, L. C. writes. 


Lhe Mossbncks around here had a 
baseball team. 
They were pretty 


good. They played every team with- 
in a 15-mile walk and one particu- 
lar Sunday they1 played the Mul- 
len's Corners nine. 
At that time 


Paul Bunyan was logging on the P. 
M. river. 
Paul had a close boy 


friend by the name of Paul Saui-s. 
Sours had a sister who might have 
had something to do with Paul Bun- 
yan's walking 25 miles every Sntxir- 
day night to visit his boy friend. 


The game got started with the 


Mossbp.cks way in the lead until the 
fifth inning, when Bunyan went in 
to pitch for Mullen's Corners. One 
or two Mossbacks hit him and the 
rest razzed him until he was pretty 
mad. Bunyan was a man something 
more than six feet In height and 
weighing more than 200 pounds. But 
right then he grew nt least IB Inches 
nnd looked as If he weighed 400 
pounds. He told Sours, the captain 
nnd catcher, to get In the clear n,s 
he was going to throw that ball, 
Sours salcl he would hold him and 
he did hold t\vo, both strikes, but 
he wns knocked fint on his back by 
the third ball. It was not seen by 
anyone on the field. 


There \vas a woods back of the lot 


probably 40 rods across nnd extend- 
ing right clown on the hike. No one 
knew where thn ball went until some 
c.nc who stood near the woods sntd 
"Look here!" We all went to look. 
A tree some foui- Inches through 
\vn? hit about four feet up and wns 
lopping over. Talk about surprlsed- 
looklng fellows! 
They stood there 


Raping ns In a trance. Pretty soon 
someone recovered and snld, "Let's 
follow it,." 


On the way we found a slab 10 


feet long torn from the side of a 
maple tree. 
From that spot on 


brush and even trees were knocked 
down and torn to pieces all the \vtvy 
to the lake. A couple of boys who 
had been fishing camo up nnd snld 
something had come tearing out_o£ 
Lhe brush nnd fell Into the Inke 
ivboul 10 rods from shore. One of us 
got a boat nnd went out to look. 
but could find nothing. 


Nearly 10 years later n baseball 


was found In the maw of a pike that 
floated up to shore dead, the fish 
evidently being unable to digest It. 
It wns nt once suggested that this 
was the same ball that Paul Bunyan 
had thrown. To settle the argument 


Sours got Bunyan's fingerprints, and 
in comparing them with those on 
the ball found them to be the same. 
This ended one of the most spectac- 
ular baseball gomes, cleared up a 
10-year mystery, and added another 
chapter to the life and achievements 
of Paul Bunyan.

IDEALISMS AND TARIFFS 
ECRETARY OF STATE CORDELL HULL has evidently made 
a great discovery— European nations are not as idealistic as 
is the United States in the matter of tariffs. 
In a recent state­ 
ment Secretary Hull, without mentioning any names, accused 
certain nations of “chiselling” when it comes to the matter of 
making tariff agreements. 
The term chiselling evidently covers 
a multitude of sins, international as well as domestic.

YOUNGSTOWN, O., Oct. 30—City 


council Monday night voted to ac- 
cept the rate reduction offered its 
utilities committee last Wednesday 
by the East Ohio Gas Co. 


The new scale is expected to save 


Youngstown consumers $120,000 a 
year. Company officials estimated 
the average monthly saving per con- 
sumer at 28 cents.

Because oi some misunderstand- 


ings in the minds of RWD workers 
us to budgetary deficiencies, and the 
method of applying them, 
Roger 


Ormond, Executive Director of the 
Emergency Relief for Lawrence, But- 
ler and Mercer Counties today made 
a statement in the matter which it 
is hoped will clarify the matter. 


"Each man or woman who is em- 


ployed on the RWD is given a bud- 
getary deficiency, based upon his 
need" said Mr. Ormorid. "This is 
arrived at by finding out the num- 
ber of dependents in the family, the 
age of them and the 
need 
that 


exists." 


Work Allotment 


"They 'are then given a working 


allotment which covers their bud- 
getary deficiency. As an example, a 
man "whose budgetary deficiency is 
S12 per week and is listed 
as 
a 


laborer would be piven encugh hours' 
of work at fifty cents per horn- to 
cover that deficiency. The working 
arrangements are made up m 18 
hour units and a man is not^permit- 
tod to work a part of a unit." 


'•Hence a man with a twelve dol- 


lar deficiency would be rated at $48 
in the month and as five units of ; 
18 hours 'ach would not make up 
j 
thai deficiency lie is permitted to ; 
work 6 units which brings his total ; 
10 $54. He gets his Tour S12 checks 
and the remaining SG is given to him 
as a bonus." 
"If the weather 
conditions are 


such that he cannot work out his 
full allotment of hours it "makes no 
difference in his weekly check if he 
is unable to work through causes 
over which he has no control. Wea- 
ther, sickness, accident, 
any 
of 


these might prohibit his working 
enough hours to make his budgetary 
deficiency, but that makes no dif- 
ference. However if he works less 
than trie hours required to make this 
deficiency he does 
not 
get 
the 


bonus." 
Non-Workers 


"If a man refuses to work when 


there is work provided, he does not 
get the budgetary deficiency check, 
He then goes back onto food orders. 
Quite naturally we do not intend 
to: give a shirker the same allowance 


as a worker, when the work 19- pro- 
vided. In most cases there will be a 
bonus attached to the weekly bud- 
getary deficiency check as it is dif- 
ficult to set a budgetary deficiency 
which would check exactly with any 
set number of 18 hour units." 


"All 
these 
arrangements 
are 


scheduled on a four week basis. If 
a man loses a day or more in the 
four week period he can make it up 
if he so desires. For example, if a 
man getting a 512 budgetary defic- 
iency, and a $6 bonus loses two or 
three days in a four week period, he 
can make it up in that .jeriod and 
still get his full amount. However 
the losses will not be carried over 
the next four week period." 


With the above statement by Mr. 


Ormond it is hoped that the con- 
fusion which appears to exist will 
be cleared up in the minds of RWD 
workers.

Don t Kill Dogs 
Let Hunters Pay 
For Any Damages 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Pa.—A plea 
to 
farmers to refrain 
from 
shooting 
hunting dogs found killing their 
poultry has been voiced by the Bur­ 
eau of Animal Husbandry of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture as the hunt­ 
ing season nears. 
“With few' exceptions, sportsmen 
will be willing to settle for any poul­ 
try damaged by their 
dogs,” 
the 
bureau explained. “The bureau there 
fore believes that during the hunt­ 
ing 
season the owners of poultry 
who catch a dog injuring their poul­ 
try, will be doing a generous and 
kindly act if they attem pt to con­ 
tact the owner or 
handler 
w'ho 
should be willing to settle for dam­ 
ages.” 
In the evens the hunter refuses to 
pay damages, the bureau pointed 
out the farmer still has 
recourse 
without shooting the dog. He can 
take the hunter’s license number, 
the bureau said, and report the in­ 
cident to the dog law enforcement 
officers.

Mrs. Kate C. Humphreys, of St. 
Cloud, Fla., a former local resident, 
recounts the high spots of an inter­ 
esting trip she made north during 
the past summer, from which she 
has just returned as follows: 
Editor, The News: 
New Castle, Pa. 
Home again to the sunny, sandy 
land, after more than three thous­ 
and miles by auto 
and 
train. A 
marvelous panorama to look back 
over. Starting early in July, with

Georgia , with apparently a light 
crop. Cantaloupes were begging for 
buyers at roadside stands at two for 
a nickle; watermelons were being 
loaded into box cars, starting north. 
Then on into Tennessee, where ag­ 
riculture is more varied and into the 
section where, 
apparently, 
hand­ 
work and the 
so-called 
“fireside 
arts” flourish. 
When we came in 
sight of the first yard full of candle- 
wick bedspreads and kindred arti­ 
cles, w'e remarked “that old lady is 
airing her bed clothes, and hasn’t 
she a lot of them .” But we soon saw 
that we were entering the section of 
country, unique in that, while liv­ 
ing conditions are primitive and in 
most cases very hard, the populace 
is of the purest Colonial stock. 
Stopping later at Berea, Ky., we 
spent a short time in the industrial 
building at Berea College, 
w'here 
mountain children are 
given 
a 
chance of education and are in turn 
reproducing the beautiful handwov- 
en articles their ancestors originat­ 
ed. 
Bright, and in most cases, very 
pretty girls they were, and manly 
intelligent boys in the woodworking 
shop, were turning out furniture af­ 
ter the better styles of the early 
days of the Republic.

A week in Washington with a 
| favorite niece and home by train. 
| completed a delightful summer. And 
. right here, I will mention a new in- 
f novation of the railroad south oi 
; Washington. At least it Is new to 
; me. Coach passengers 
are 
served 
meals on a tray in their seats. Din­ 
ner, with two vegetables and choice 
j of meats costs fifty cents, with pro- 
! portionately less for breakfast 
or 
j lunch. 
The weather here Is still warm. 
Lots of rain has caused very heavy 
growth of vegetables and the velvet 
beans, I sowed for a cover crop and 
fertilizer in my garden, have gone 
to the top of the orange trees where 
ever they could reach one. The fruit 
crop is good and is beginning to 
color nicely. The McKays are well 
and busy as usual, while Mr. Slau- 
genhaupt rather suffers from the 
effect of the continuous heat. Mrs. 
Newton has improved considerably 
and Mr. Newton enjoys his usual 
good health. 
The town is filling up rapidly and 
St. Cloud, in common with the rest 
of the state, is looking for an unus­ 
ually good season.

HARRISBURG, Pa.—A plea 
to 


farmers to refrain 
from 
shooting 


hunting dogs found killing their 
poultry has been voiced by the Bur- 
eau of Animal Husbandry of the de- 
partment of agriculture as the hunt- 
ing season nears. 


"With few exceptions, sportsmen 


will be willing to settle for any poul- 
try damaged by their 
dogs," the 


bureau explained. "The bureau there 
fore believes that during the hunt- 
ing season the owners of poultry 
who catch a dog injuring their poul- 
try, will be doing a generous and 
kindly act if they attempt to con- 
tact the owner or 
handler 
who 


should be willing to settle for dam- 
ages." 


In the event the hunter refuses to 


pay damages, the bureau pointed 
out the farmer still has 
recourse 


without shooting the dog. He can 
take the hunter's license number, 
the bureau said, and report the in- 
cident to the dog law enforcement 
officers.

Cantaloupes were begging for 
buyers at roadside stands at two for 
a nickle; watermelons were being 
loaded into box cars, starting north. 
Then ^on into Tennessee, where ag- 
riculture is more varied and into the 
section where, apparently, 
hand- 


work and the 
so-called 
"fireside 
arts" flourish. 
When we came in 


sight of the first yard full of candle- 
wick bedspreads and kindred arti- 
cles, we remarked "that old lady is 
airing her bed clothes, and hasn't 
she a lot of them."
